London, To-day. 


THE POLISH EMBASSY i in London yesterday after- 
noon issued a statement on the Russién invasion 


of Poland. 
The statement said: 


“The pretext the Soviet ad- 


vances in an attempt to justify its aggression is 
that the Polish Government has ceased to act 


and has abandoned Poland, thus leaving the po- 


pulation without protection. 


“The Polish Government cannot al- 
low that this’ pretext justifies the 
violation of Poland.

“The Soviet aggression violates the 
pacts signed with Poland in the last 
few years.” 

The representatives in Moscow. of 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy and 
Japan were yesterday handed a Note 
amplifying the neutrality statement 
of the Soviet Foreign Minister, M. 
Molotov. 

The position of Great Britain, 
in view of her guarantee to come 
to Poland's ABPIBLEN CE, now needs 
clarifying. 

The whole position is obscure, and 
the British reaction is expected to be 
made clear immediately.—Reuter 


BRIEF SUMMARY - 
London, To-day. 
Only a brief summary of events has.

A Polish Embassy statement con- 
demns the Russian invasion ‘of. Po- 
land as a flagrant act of direct aggres- 
sion ahd says that the Soviet have 
thereby flagrantly violated the Polish- 
Russian Pact of non-aggression con- 
cluded on July, 25, 1932, which, by 
protocol signed in Moscow on May 
5, 1934 was prolonged until Decem- 
ber 31, 1945. 

The statement adds that by the 
convention concluded in London on 
July 3, 1933, Soviet Russia and -Po- 
land agreed on a definition of aggres- 
sion which clearly stamped as an 
act of aggression any encroachment 
in territory of one contracting party 
by the armed forces of the other 
and furthermore, no consideration of 
political, military, economic or any 
other nature can, under any circum- 
stances, serve as a pretext or excuse 
for committing an act of aggression 
thereby. 

By the act of aggression committed 
yesterday morning the Soviet stands 
self-condemned as a violator of its 
international obligations thus con- 
tradicting all the moral principles on 
which Soviet Russia had pretended to 
base her foreign policy since her ad- 
mittance to the League of Nations.—

The fact that “a war that js lost 
economically cannot be won militar- 
ily” is fully realized in Germany, 
and the whole economic Press of 
the "Reich is now discussing the fac- 
tors that would be called into play 
should the economic equipment of 
the countyY suddenly be faced with 
the test of war, says the “Financial 
News.” : 

By common consent it is now as- 
sumed that a war would be long. 
Even the official “Deutsche Wirts- 
chafts Zeitung,” the organ of the 
Reich Chamber of Economics, \e- 
cently published an article entitled 
“Zur-Frage der Kriegsdauer” (“How 
Juong Could a- War Last?”), and 
came to the conclusion that, as it is 
always the opponent that decides 
this question, there can hardly be 
any likelinood of a swift, short war. 

8TOCKS HELD 

This at once raises the question 
whether Germany could obtain 
enough foodstuffs and raw materials 
to carry on highpressure operations 
for any extended period of time, 
How much foodstuffs, iron ore, tex- 
tiles, oil, petrol, rubber, buna (syn- 
thetic rubber), coal and other essen 
tials Germany, can import or pro- 
duce for herself can be calculated 
more or less reliably. 

What jis mot definitely known is 
the extent of the stocks she. holds 
now, and on. which she would have 
to count to carry her over the period 
in which she was adjusting . her 
economy to war-time conditions. 
Trustworthy data as to 
Germany holds can only: be obtained 
by inference. , 

Certain general considerations show 
that the reserves Germany holds can- 
not’ possibly be formidable. The 
‘semi-annual report for 1936 of the 
Reichs-Kredit-Gesellschaft—the Ger-, 
man State owned industrial bank — 
says that “in 1931-32 German indus- 
try, trade and handicrafts held stocks 
in value 
about Rm. 20,000,000,000.” . 

As the world depression then pre- 
vailed, these stocks were not 
sumed, but rather tended to increase, 
for the collapse of world market 
prices of raw materials tempted Ger- 
man industrial firms to buy as much 
raw materials as their means per- 
mitted. ; . 
EFFECT OF REARMAMENT

INCREASED MINERAL PURCHASES 

Allowance must be made, of course, 
for the drop in world prices. In’ the 
Jatest edition, just issued, of his well-. 
known work “Warum Aussenhandel?” 
(“Why Foreign Trade?"), Dr. Hicke, 
director of the Reichsbank, states that 
from 1933 to 1938 imports’ of minerals 
increased from 2,200,000 _ tons to 
4,400,000 tons. Among the chief items 
are iron ore and bauxite. It is well 
Known that Germany is at present 
suffering from a most severe shortage 
of iron. The increased imports 
jron ore did not, therefore, £0 to the. 
accumulation of réserves, while the 
increase of aluminium production 
from 19,000 tons in 1933 to 180,000 
tons in 1938 accounts for the whole, 
increase of, bauxite imports. 


ECONOMIC MIRACLES 

.But it must be remembered that 
after 1933 production in Germany 
increased by leaps and bounds, until 
it exceeded that of all previous re- 
cord years. In 1938, for example, 
the German output of pig-iron, which 
had been 5,370,000 ‘tons in 1932, 
aggregated 18,600,000 
‘figures inclusive of Austria), and that 
of steel rose from 7,430,000 tons . in 
‘1932 to 23,241,931 tons in 1938, Ger- 
man production being exceeded only 
‘by that of the United States (28,190,- 

000 tons). °—- ; 
' As production was soaring at this 
rate, and as imports were far below 
is evident that Ger- 
many must have been consuming her 
‘reserves. Only the existence of the 
‘vast reserve, of Rm.20,000,000,000 
worth of materials at the start of the 
National-Soclalist regime in 1933 
face of falling imports, 
aecount for the “economic miracles” 
of. the Hitler regime. But, as Dr. 
in 1937, “we con- 
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products aesiianiiince, and cannot be 
turned into finished products and ‘sold 
because certain materials indispens- 
able for finishing off are wanting.” 

In other words, industrial produc- 
tion is being more and more hamper- 
ed because there is a shortage of raw 
materials. As the bulk of industrial 
production in Germany to-day, direct- 
ly or indirectly, is for military pur- 
poses, it would be absurd to accumu- 
late reserves of raw materials for 
some hypothetical emergency, if, by 
so doing, urgent army orders had to 
be left unexecuted. 

FOOD SUPPLY 

Similarly with food. Beyond ques- 
tion, bread grain reserves are ample; 
but what Germany lacks is fats (50 
per cent.), meat and dairy produce. 
An increase of the inland production 
of these things is a question of labour 
and fodder. They are already strictly 
rationed to a degree that makes their 
economical use compulsory. Figures 
recently published by the Reichsge- 
Gndheltsamt showed a_ serious in- 
crease in certain’ diseases attributed 
chiefly to poor nutrition. On August 
11, “Der Deutsche Volkswirt,” in its 
leading article explained that con- 
sumption must be accommodated to 
imports, and suggested that “potatoes 
for the hot,evening meal and sugar in 


cakes and jam can to a considerable. 
extent replace the bread and fat or’ 


sausage sandwich.” The “Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung”.of August 2 sug- 
gested the recovery of fats from coffee- 
grounds, grape seeds and beech-nuts. 
Last month, hotels and _ restaurants 
were again compelled to simplify their 
bills of fare. 

If the Reich had large reserves of 
edible fats to fall back upon in the 
event of war, would there be any gain 
in withholding them from the broad 
of undermining 
their stamina? 


"Mounting ‘Production 


That the Reich a no reserves of 
coal, and cannot quickly increase, out- 
put to meet demand and supply its 
new synthetic industries, is to be 
learned from any daily paper. 

ECONOMIC GENERAL STAFF 

We have an economic general staff 
to-day, which we lacked in 1914,” de- 
clared Herr Landfried, Secretary of 
State for the German Ministry of 
Economics, when he opened the “East- 
ern Fair" at Koenigsberg, East Prus- 
sia, to-day. : 

He was taking the place of Dr. Funk, 
Minister of Economics, who had been 
prevented at the last moment from 
opening the fair himself. 

We know that we cannot win a war 


militarily if we lose it economically. 


Herr Landfried continued. Therefore, 
we have armed and prepared ourselves 
well economically in order to set the 
vital fighting power of the nation in 
its entirety immediately into motion 
if a hostile world should compel us to 
do so. 

Referring to the trade and credit 
ugreement concluded with Poland last 
year, he said: “It is not our fault if 
this agreement, which would have re- 
lieved the dire distress of Polish farm- 
ing, cannot become fully effective. But 
this settlement, made for a longer 
period of time, is a proof that Ger- 
many has always believed in a peace- 
ful and reasonable solution of the 
pending German-Polish questions.” 

Trade was always possible between 
countries which -had differing forms of 
government and economic systems as 
long.as both showed good will. 

Herr Landfried described:- Germany 
as the “ideal trade partner of the 
Eastern countries,” and mentioned the 
increase of trade since 1933 with se- 
veral countries, including Estonia, 
Finland and Lithuania: 


GERMAN PAPER CURRENCY 

Herr Landfried also said, according 
to the Exchange Telegraph, that the 
amount of paper money in circulation 
in Germany was well within the 
bounds internationally observed. 

The increase in the amount of paper 
money in circulation in Germany dur- 
ing the first seven months of this year 
‘was 9.8 per cent. In the same period 
America had increased her paper cur- 
rency by 3 per cent., England by 3.2 
per cent., and France by 12.8 per cent. 

He called attention: to the fact that 
in Poland the increase in the circula- 
tion of paper money was. in the same 
period no less than 36 per cent.

_ Zurich, Sept. 8. 

German mine barrages and 
an air-tight British blockade 
of the Reich greatly disturb- 
ed Scandinavian shipping in- 
terests, the “Nouvelle Gazette 
de Zurich” reported to-day 
from Stockholm. ; 

Three ships were already sunk by 
German mines in the Oerusund straits 
separating Denmark’s Zealand Island 
from Sweden. The. Big and Little 
Belts, between the. Danish mainland 
andthe eastern isles, were also mined, 
the newspaper. added. 

Danish, Norwegian and Swedish 
fishermen, Cepending on the seas for 
fish, were compelled to suspend their , 
activities because of the many mine- 
flelds. 

Swift and sure British naval patrols — 
blockading German coasts further res- 
tricted shipping by controlling all 
marine movements along the Atlantic 
seaboard of Norway. 

The German steamer Fribourg, en 
succeeded in escaping 
capture only by flying a Danish flag 
changing its name to Ebro, and scut- 
tling into the port of Dronthein. 


VAN MOLKERBUH SEIZED 


The Van Molkerbuh which legs for- 
tunate, was found and sunk by the 
British Navy off Norwegian coasts 
after her crew was taken off. 

From several quarters came reports, 

that ships transporting iron ore from 
the Norwegian port of Narvih to Ger- 
many ‘were seized in the last few 
days. Many other ships were compelled 
to seek hasty refuge in Norwegian 
ports en route. 
* Two-thirds of Norwegians iron ore 
exports normally went to the Reich, 
and British * blockade res- 
trictions were stated to be 
of the greatest importance to the 
German iron industry.

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE. 


MESMER, THE 
WIZARD 


; By VINCENT TOWNE 

In 1778 there arrived in Paris an 
uncanny genius whose reputation for 
ability to heal the sick by a new and 
very. sensational process caused him 
to'be received with considerable awe. 

This wizard, Frederic- Antoine 
Mesmer, was 44 years of age, tall, 
distinguished and- impressive. — a 
personality who, because of his ex- 
traordinary calm and _ self-reliance, 
radinted a sense of health and hope 
to thousands who came in contact 
with him. Leaving his native town 
of Swabia, Germany, he had gone to 
Vienna, where he had taken the de- 
gree of doctor of medicine, but had 
left the Viennese capital because of 
an alleged cabal against him, and be- 
fore arriving in Paris had travelled 
throughout Europe. 

Mesmer took an apartment in the 
Hotel Bouret, in the centre of Paris, 
‘near the Place Vendome, and im- 
mediately let it te known that he 
was ready to treat incurable. dis- 

- eases, Vanity fair, ever upon the 
lookout for new: fads, especially new 
cures, at once flocked to the new 

‘ physician. He became the vogue. 
His picturesque personality fascinated 
his patients, especially those of the 
feminine persuasion. It became 
whispered about that he possessed 
“magic power.” 

He invented a remarkable piece of 
apparatus that soon had Paris by the 
ears. It was known as_ the “magic 
tub” and consisted.of a covered cylin- 
der, inside which patients were seated 
in tiers. Each held a tube with the 
end of which he touched that part of 
his anatomy which he wished to be 
treated. ‘Inside the great tub stood 
Mesmer, an imposing figure garbed in 
‘robes suggestive of a magician and 
bearing an alleged “magic wand.” As 
the “treatment” continued the pa- 
tients would become excited, some 
of them falling into convulsions. These 
the mysterious physician would calm. 

Individuals were treated at pri- 
vate seances. During. such a treat- 
ment Mesmer would hold the sub- 
ject’s hand, touch his forehead and 
make before his face: passes with the 
open hand. These manipulations pro~ 
duced convulsions, hysteria and often 
catalepsy. The western world had 
never witnessed phemomena of the 
kind, and Mesmer’s clinic became the

mecea of invalids, hypochrondriacs, 
mystics and savants from all parts of 
the world. 

Mesmer had discovered some force 
of whose origin he was quite as 
ignorant as was the public at large. 
Confusing it with electricity he called 
it magnetism—more- often “animal 
magnetism.” Following the experi- 
ments of physicists then studying 


magnetic forces he later applied to his 


patients metal vlates such as used in 
electric batteries. 
magnetic force. originated in the 
planets and was altered by their posi-~ 
tions. According to his confused 
notion the heavenly bodies floated 
about in an infinite magnetic fluid 
which he could transmit to any ob- 
jects, animate or inanimate. 


The Paris Faculty of. 
appointed a commission to  investi- 
gate and report upon his phenom- 
ena. This body included Benjamin 
Franklin, then sojourning in Paris. 
Mesmer avoided the investigators, 
although they appeared to regard 
him favourably. He later suggested 
that the French government  subsi- 
dize him by giving him a_ general 
annuity that would enable him to 
treat patients without charge, and to 
this end Queen Marie Antoinette was 
petitioned to grant him an estate and 
chateau, also $100,000. 

The Queen referred the proposi- 
tion to the government, which sug- 
gested that the famous phygician be

report all of his discoveries to a medi- 
cal board appointed by the king. But 
Mesmer scorned the government’s 
Going to Spa he established 
there a magnetic clinic ana repeated 
his Paris successes. Vainly petition- 
ing parliament to now conduct an 
impartial investigation into 
methods, he became discouraged by 
that body's refusal and sold his alleged 
secret to a federation of 24 societies 
which he organized as a .sort of 
Masonic order under a grand mas- 
ter. 

Each member had to pay Mesmer 
an initiation fee of 100 louis and an- 
nual dues of 80 francs. 
member one had to be 25 years of age 
and was_ required to abstain from to- 
bacco. Among the members ‘of this 
strange brotherhood was America’s 
friend, the Marquis de Lafayette. 

Becoming involved in bitter quar- 
rels and ‘stubborn controversies, 
Mesmer left France in disgust, tak- 
ing with. him a fortune. of 300,000 
francs. After sojourning for a time 
in England and Germany he finally 
returned to.his native Swabia, where 
at the age of 81 he died in 1815 é 

He gave to the world mesmerism, 
that mysterious force now more gen- 
erally called hypnotism, and which 
after more than a century of inves- 
tigation by his successors still vexes 
the human auncese tance e

One of the dangers of the 
shorter shots is the attraction the 
slow rnoving clubface has in dis- 
tracting the attention of the play- 
er.
